1 Nice International Question, 



The refusal on the part ot tho United 
States authorities to allow pannage 
through Sault Ste Mario Canal to Bri- 
tish vessels currying supplies for tho 
Red River expedition, raises a very nice 
Intoruational question. Tiio Sault Ste 
Mario Canal, as most of our readors 
will know, was constructed on tho 
American side of tho river of that 
name, in order that voeaels might bo 
enabled to paBS to and fro botwoen the 
two great lakes, Huron and Superior — 
the natural channel being obstructed 
by tho Falls of Ste Marie. It appears 
that tho sut ject of permitting vessels 
employed in connection with the 
Rtd River expedi'ion to pass through 
tho cat al wus tho occuaion of a good 
deal of discussion in the Washington 
Cabinot.. That Cabinot was unanimous 
in refusiug poi mission to troops or arms 
to pass, and it wus thought Great Bri- 
tain could lake no exoeption to that de- 
cision. But no littlo diversity of opin- 
ion existed upon the subject, of permit- 
ting ordiuary supplies, such as flour, 
beet and other species of food for the 
sustenance of troops to pass through 
tho canal. The question was, could 
tho American Government fairly inter- 
fere ? There wus uo want of disposi- 
tion ; but merely a doubt as to right 
On i be ono bard, it was hold that the 
British had a right to Bend articles of 
ordinary traffic, w bio h were not per se 
warlike materials, by the ordinary routes 
and obannels. On the otbor band, it 
was argoed that the purpono for wind!) 
Bueh articles would bo sent would io itself 
bring them wiiuiu tho category of war- 
like materials. A still finer point 
was raised, and found udfocutes ou 
both sides. Should these transport 
vessels not be allowed to pass laden with 
Such supplies, could tho empty boats be 
prevented from going through tho canal, 
the supplies being Ur.it landed on British 
soil, at a point below, and carted past 
the canal on the Brili-h si<lo, with a 
view to embarkation above? It wus 
claimed, on one side, that these vessels, 
being intended lor a wurliko oljoct, 
should not be permitted to pass through 
the canal, even empty! While, how- 
ever, these theories were the suljeot of 
d senssion at- Wusbiugton, the requisito 
supplies were being quietly sent through 
the sacred canal, apparently in tho or- 
dinary way of commerce, without at- 
tracting inconvenient remark and with- 
out any impertinent questions being 
asked as to whether inuooont articles 
of food might not, at some period or 
point be suddenly metamorphosed into 
warlike rauterial. Thus the Canadians 
got the start of their usually 'eute and 
clever' neighbors, thereby buppily 
avoiding a critical Internationa] question 
and no inconsiderable cartage-muuey. 
But the question may not be so readily 
settled, iu so far as the United States 
are concerned. The will, the decision 
to prevent the passage ot ordinary ar- 
ticles of food, a determination to distort 
and strain international law, in order, 
if possible, to interrupt a neighboring 
country iu its efforts to subdue a small 
and miserublo attempt to play at revo- 
lution within its own dominions, are 
circumstances which will bo placed on 
record, and may not unlikely come 
up at some veiy inconvenient momont 
against the people who have so far for- 
gotten thot-e amenities which are com- 
monly maintained in tho intercourse of 
civilized nation 1 !. She Amoricans should 
have remembered thai two can play at 
that game, und, moreover, that Quoad i 
holds tbroo curds lor t'joir ono. Sup- 
pose overy time an Indiau dillijulty oo- 
cnr« in any Slate or Territory of tho 
Union, Canada should play tbat con- 
temptible game back upon the United 
States, taking the absurd posi'itn that 
produce passing through tho i)om".|j n 
canals,as it continually cloes.miglit subu.. 
quently beoouio mule-ials of war io llu 
Bense of being employed for tho susto- 
nanco of troops engaged in subduing 
recale teranl Indians, what would tho 
Americans Bay to that? They migln 
blusier; but they dortainly would have 
no right to complain at being treated 
precisely as they thought to treat the 
Canadians. These pooplo ojgtit to have 
remomborod that, during their own 
great rebellion their vessels continued 
to eLjoy the uuiuterrupttd use of Uunu- 
diun bunals and river*, andnoea^er 
American suggested the slightest daubt 
as to iho propriety ol tho practice; cer- 
tainly no Canadian over dreamed of 
raising un objection. Wero there any 
questions ot neutrality involved the case 
would bo altogether different. But to 
attempt the stoppage ot the canal simply 
to auuoy a neighboring country taking 
tho most ordinary aud peaceful mea- 
sures to pieserve order within Its own 
bor - ers is a piece of conduct scarcely 
befi'.ting a great und froo peoplo.

The 
originutor ot tho concern, it was his in- 
domitublo skill und courugo that curriod 
it successfully through difficulties before 
which most men would have succumbed. 
He owns one-third of tbo ouiiro atoclt, 
and it is by bis skilful hand that all its 
affairs are directed. Nor is ho wholly 
ubtorbed in it, but finds time to run a 
Bank with six millions of capital, to be 
the active, working President of the Do- 
minion Telegraph Company, tho Mou« 
treal Warehousing Corporation, a great 
Woolen Manufacturing Company, an 
Insoraooe Company , an Inland Naviga- 
tion Company — and nobody knows whit 
elso. In all of these he is no cypher, 
uo mere figurehead, but the animating 
spirit and active power of tho whole. 
And yet, with all these duties and re- 
sponsibilities, Hugh Allan is a consistent 
and working r llicial member ot St An- 
drew's Church, Montreal.

Lord 'and L-idy Muncus'er and Air 
Vyin.T were trave iog together io tbe E.irt. 
Mr Edward Lloyd is a member ol the E„g- 
lish bur, who bus Deen at Alliens (or some 
i.uLa nano ,>«.t io iinnneclion. we believe, 
with the atlairs of the Pi/tBUS lti;lway, Sua 
nu was joined' by Ins wile and child at tne 
beginning ol the year. Ii muy be remembered 
that Mr Vyr.cr nus one ol the hunting putty 
who escaped the tad accident on tbe lire, 
when Sir Chailes Slingsby and aevoral otb- 
ors were d'O.vued, last year; and it is u very 
aimngc coincidence ihat anoiher, Mr Edwaid 
Llovd. was then in the boal and was saved 
wiih hiru.
